I  take  the  liberty  of  writing  to  you  on  behalf  of  our 
Board  and  the  extensile  Missions  vt  ich  it  maintains  in  China,  in 
the  hope  that  it  may  he  within  your  power  and  your  purpose  to  use 
the  influence  of  your  office  to  lessen  the  evil  of  the  opium  traf¬ 
fic  with  China,  and,  if  possible,  to  diminish  the  evil  within 
China  itself.  The  American  missionary  organizations  have  always 
taken  a  deep  interest  in  this  matter.  Li  Hung  Chang  recognised 
this,  and  said  to  a  deputation  representing  the  American  Mission¬ 
ary  Societies  which  called  on  him  on  his  visit  to  the  United 
States  in  1896,  "Before  I  bring  my  reply  to  a  conclusion,  I  have 
only  two  tilings  to  mention.  First,  the  opium  smoking.  This  is  a 
great  curse  to  the  Chinese  population,  and  your  Societies  have  tried 
your  best,  not  only  as  anti-opium  societies,  but  to  afford  the 
best  means  to  stop  the  craving  for  the  opium;  and  also  you  receive 
none  as  your  converts  who  are  opium  smokers."  During  the  Boxer 
troubles,  anticipating  +he  possibility  of  treaty  adjustments  with 
China,  our  missionary  agencies  joined  in  a  petition  to  the  Pres¬ 
ident,  urging  the  American  Government  to  use  its  influence  toward 
national  agreements  which  might  diminish  the  opium  evil  in  China. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  this  petition.  I  enclose  also  a  copy  of  an  ac¬ 
tion  taken  by  the  West  China.  Missions  Advisory  Board,  representing 
the  various  Protestant  missions  working  in  Western  China.  'This

action  was  considered  by  our  Board,  and  we  wrote  regarding  it  to 
some  of  the  British  Societies,  in  the  hope  that  they  might  take  the 
initiative.  Doubtless,  it  was  deemed  at  that  time,  however,  futile 
to  attempt  anything;  but  your  appointment  has  revived  our  hope  here 
that  at  least  something  can  be  accomplished  in  the  revision  of  the 
arrangements  regarding  the  opium  traffic  between  India  and  China, 
and  perhaps  bring  pressure  upon  the  Chinese  Government  to  carry 
out  in  practical  legislation  its  theoretical  opposition  to  the  opi¬ 
um  evil. 

As  an  American  Missionary  Organization,  we  have  hesitated  to 
address  you,  but  have  been  emboldened  to  do  so  by  the  confidence 
which  we  feel  in  you  and  in  the  earnestness  of  your  sympathy  with 
the  object  in  view.

Thank  you  for  your  letters  of  24th  &30th  Nov.  duly  to  hand, 
the  letter  enclosing  copy  of  resolution  which  you  are  promoting, 

I  arc  glad  to  say  that  the  change  of  government  which  has  taken 
plqee  here  -so  unexpectedly  at  the  last  -  has  completely  altered  the 
aspect  of  affairs  as  regards  our  question.  The  new  Secretary  and  Under 
Secretary  for  India  are  both  strong  anti-opiumists.  Mr.  John  Morley  and 
Mr. J.E. Ellis,  the  latter  is  brother-in-law  of  Mr.  Joshua  Rovntree,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Representative  Board  of  Anti  opium  Societies,  and  author  of 
"The  Imperial  Drug  Trade";  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and  an 
earnest  Christian  man,  and  I  am  sure  he  would  not.  have  accepted  the  pest 
otherwise  than  on  the  understanding  that  the  opium  trade  is  to  be  put  an 
end  to.  But  of  course  he  and  his  colleague  v ill  need  the  backing  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  we  shall  bend  all, our  energies  to  securing  that  in 
the  House  to  be  elected  next  month.  They  have  a  strong  anti-opium  party 
behind  them  in  effecting  this  great  reform. 


As  to  the  attitude  of  the  new  Foreign  Secretary,  I  know  nothing  at 
present  and  it  will  he  necessary  that  he  should  co-operate  heartily 
with  the  Indian  Secretary  in  the  matter  if  the  great  reform  is  to  be 
a  real  boon  to  the  latter  country.

I  had  intended  among  other  things  to  say  to  you  that 
on  the  whole  the  missionary  opportunity  in  the  Philippine  Is¬ 
lands  impressed  me  more  than  any  other  which  I  saw  in  the  Fast. 
A  hundred  capable  men  sent  there  within  the  next  five  years 
would  perform  an  immensely  valuable  moral,  social  and  Christian 
service,  and  would  be  welcomed  by  the  people.  Now  the  people 
are  eager  and  inquiring,  though  perhaps  not  so  much  so  as  two 
years  ago.  On  the  whole  the  islands  presented  the  strategic 
-  opportunity  of  the  present  time,  at  least  i***my  judgment.

Dear  Wr, Worley: 

X  bad  the  pleasure  of  meeting  you  at  the  White  House 
at  the  dinner  giver  by  the  President  to  labor  leaders  and  oth¬ 
ers  just  after  the  last  national  election,  nines  that  time  I 
have  been  traveling  in  China,  Japan  and  the  Philippine  Islands. 
I  have  recently  presented  a  memorandum  to  the  President  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  treatment  of  Chinese  students  and  merchants  by 
American  Immigration  officials.  While  he  has  already  done 
something  to  improve  the  situation,  I  am  convinced  that  more 
remains  to  be  dene  and  will  be  done  if  Tic  can  secure  the  treaty 
which,  he  desires  from  the  Congress. 

A  recent  telegram  from  China  states  that  in  addition 
to  the  boycott  against  American  goods  a  further  boycott  of 
English  opium  is  under  consideration.  If  this  statement  should 
prove  to  be  true  it  would  not  surprise  me.  While  in  China  I 
traveled  in  the  interior  and  met  many  Chinese  gentlemen  as 
well  as  European.  Although  this  was  last  spring  before  the 
beginning  of  the  boycott,  I  heard  more  bitterness  expressed  by 
educated  Chinese  regarding  the  forcing  of  opium  upon  the  people 
by  the  British  Government  than  regarding  even  the  equally  un¬ 
just  treatment  of  Chinese  merchants  and  students  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  immigration  authorities.  The  use  of  opium  seemed  to  me 
the  greatest  evil  in  China  to-day,  and  I  make  the  statement, 
not  because  I  have  had  in  the  past  any  special  interest  in  the 
subject  nor  because  I  have  formed  my  opinion  mainly  on  the 
statements  of  missionaries.  A  recent  American  traveler  in  the 
far  interior  of  China,  who  was  hostile  to  the  missionaries  and 
quite  worldly  minded  but  experienced  in  the  study  of  social 
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conditions,  has  given  a  most  ghastly  picture  of  the  debauch- 

ery  and  rum  of  whole  villages  of  people  in  the  province  of 
Shensi . 


I  know  that  I  have  no  right  to  appeal  to  you,  but  I 
venture  to  write  in  the  interests  of  humanity,  and  in  the  hope 
.fiat  your  term  will  not  expire  without  either  the 

revocation  of  the^treaty  which  forces  China  to  receive  the 
means  oi  debauchery  of  her  people,  or,  at  least,  your  being 
able  to  secure  a  fair  and  thorough  investigation  of  the  facts. 
It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  the  British  Government  were  to 
consider  the  renouncement  of  the  treaty  for  the  sake  of  the 
Chinese  people,  it  might  rightfully  demand  that  the  Chinese 
government  give  proper  assurances  that  it  would  seriously  un- 
d-rtake  to  do  its  part  in  fighting  this  evil,  I  am  confident 
that  such  an  attempt  to  induce  the  Chinese  Government  to  rec¬ 
ognise  this  act  of  good  will  by  vigorous  action  on  its  part, 
would  be  supported,  at  least,  by  the  Japanese  and  American 
Governments , 


Trusting  that  you  will  not  regard  this  communication 
as  an  intrusion  on  the  part  of  one  who  is  deeply  interested  in 
ohe  progressive  spirit  of  your  administration,  and  with  very

My  dear  Dr.  Lloyd: 


The  first  question  we  have  got  to  settle  in  the 
proposed  Committee  meeting  is  exactly  what  the  evil  is  that  is  to  be 
fought.  It  won't  do  to  proceed  on  the  basis  of  general  fire  works. 
',e  want  to  know  the  facts.  I  have  got  a  big  book  from  Washington 
that  I  will  bring  over  in  a  wheelbarrow  to  the  meeting  that  may  tell 
us  those.  I  have  been  looking  into  it  a  little  myself  and  I  am  sur¬ 
prised  that  things  are  not  worse. 


The  second  thing  to  decide  is  what  ought  to  be  done  and 
what  can  oe  done  and  see  if  the  information  that  you  are  to  get 
from  England  will  give  the  proper  answer. 

ihe  third  question  is  how  the  thing  is  to  be  done,  and  so 
l ai  as  I  can  see  is  to  get  a  good  Committee  of  men  whose  names  carry 
weight  ,  who  will  back  up  any  published  statements  with  their  names 
cUid  show  up  occasionally  at  least  if  there  should  be  any  public  work 
necessary.  It  would  have  to  be  some  inconspicuous  persons  however 
who  would  do  the  stoking  and  other  dirty  work.  The  kind  of  names  you 
want  on  the  Committee  are  names  like  these: 

Ex-President  Harrison,  Ex-President  Cleveland,  Mr.  Morton, 
Governor  Roosevelt,  Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  W.  Foster,  Captain  Mahan, 
Peth  Low.  I  suppose  for  the  Methodists  Gov.  Shaw  of  Iowa  would  be  a 
good  man,  or  if  McKinley  is  defeated  you  could  put  him  on,  whereas, 
if  B^yan  is  defeated  he  might  serve.  If  the  Roman  Catholics  could 
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-he  Rev.  A.  S.  Lloyd,  D.  D. 

be  got  in  with  Cardinal  Gibbons  and  an  Archbishop  or  two,  it  would 
be  well.  Bishop  Satterlee  and  Bishop  Potter  and  ministers  like 
the  Rev.  George  Alexander,  D.  D.  of  New  York,  the  Rev.  George  Gor¬ 
don,  D.  D.  of  Boston  and  others  whose  names  will  suggest  themselves 
could  be  added.  This  Committee  could  be  very  much  improved  and 
some  elements  should  be  represented  which  are  not  represented  in  the 
names  I  have  mentioned. 

as  to  who  is  to  do  the  work  of  this  Committee,  as  Dr. 

Harf ord-Bat tersby  evidently  does  the  work  of  the  British  Committee, 

I  can't  say.  I  think  that  responsibility  will  have  to  be  laid  on 
your  people,  since  you  stirred  up  this  muss. 

I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  business  of  the  meeting 
on  Oct.  16th  would  be  greatly  facilitated  if  you  could  find  time  to 
call  personally  on  each  of  the  above  named  gentlemen  and  secure  his 
written  consent  to  serve  on  such  a  Committee.'

Dear  Mr.  Speer: 

Your  letter  of  the  26th  I  did  not 
see  yesterday  as  I  was  working  at  home.  please 
pardon  the  delay  in  aokno pledging  it. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  concerning 
which  you  write,  is  one  which  appeals  to  me  most 
strongly  as  it  should  to  every  Christian,  and 
especially,  to  all  missionaries.  As  I  look 
over  the  outline  of  your  program,  there  is 
nothingAl  do  not  approve  of.  Certainly  all  oi 
these  important  matters  should  be  urged  to  the 
utmost.  Of  course,  the  American  Committee,  if 
it  has  decided  upon  this  policy,-  has  gone  some¬ 
what  farther  than  the  British  Committee.  Very 
likely  the  opium  question,-  which  is  so  vital  a 
one  in  England,  prevents  them  from  going  farther 
than  the  liquor  traffic.  We,  in  America,  can 
with  perfect  fearlessness  agitate  that  side  of 
the  question,  and  I  believe  with  Senator  Lodge 
that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  resolutely  con¬ 
sider  the  entire  matter. 

I  beg  to  say  that  I  am  deeply  grateful 
to  the  Committee  for  suggesting  my  name  as  its 
secretary,  though  1  feel  that  one  who  has  seme 


experience  in  diplom  oC  y  would  be  far  better 


fitted  to  undertake  the  work. 

The  very  magnitude  and  importance  of 
the  Committee’s  program  makes  me  regretfully 


decline  to  accept  the  proffered  position.  i 
have  already  delayed  the  publication  of  our 


Missionary  Geography  a  year  and  a  half  because 
I  accepted  the  chairmanship  of  the  Exhibit 
Committee  of  the  Ecumenical  Conference,  and  it 
will  not  do  to  delay  it  any  longer.  This 
means  that  I  must  work  most  diligently  in  order 
to  have  the  volume  ready  by  tne  time  oi  the 
Summer  Schools.  Much  as  the  secretary  might 
be  relieved  in  the  work  of  this  Committee,  it 


would  reouire  a  very  large  expenditure  of  force 
ana  time  to  do  the  work  properly,  and  as  there 
are  only  twenty-four  hours  in  a  day,  I  see  no 
possible  way  by  which  I  could  secure  the 
reouisite  time.  I  am  sure  tnat  you  will  not 
attribute  this  declination  to  lack  of  interest 
in  view  of  what  has  been  said  above.

Whether  you  continue  to  be  the  Secretary  of  the 
Native  Races  Committee  or  not,  we  should  be  very  glad  to  have 
you  on  our  deputation,  which  will  probably  present,  the  great 
petition  in  behalf  of  the  American  people  to  Secretary  Hay  for 
our  Government  some  time  in  T'ay.  Seven  of  the  distinguished 
persons  on  the  list  which  I  sent  you  have  already  uncondition¬ 
ally  accepted  and  only  two  have  declined,  while  three  are  to 
be  heard  from  in  this  country  and  two  abroad,  but  we  are  prac¬ 
tically  sure  that  a  majority  of  those  named  will  serve.

You  have  got  yourself  into  trouble  and  it  is  your  own  fault.  When 
next  you  have  occasion  to  write  Dr.  Lloyd  about  me,  it  would  be  well  to 
mark  the  envelope  plainly  on  the  outside  "Mean  things  about  Wood” ,  or 
else  close  it  with  a  patent  padlock.  Dr.  Lloyd  is  out  of  town  for  a 
few  days,  so  that  your  letter  of  the  30th  is  before  me.  There  is  no 
question  in  my  mind  as  to  Wood's  being  a  better  man  than  any  of  those 
you  mention,  but  he  respectfully  declines  to  be  persuaded  or  compelled 
to  accept  the  suggested  honor.  Moreover,  he  knows  exactly  what  you 
think  of  him  and  of  his  endeavors  to  impart  "missionary  thrills".  In 
view  of  all  this,  I  hope  you  will  not  be  surprised  if,  the  next  time 
we  meet,  there  should  be  a  very  evident  coolness. 

It  would  be  a  great  pleasure  to  undertake  the  work,  partly  for  the 
work's  sake,  and  partly  because  I  feel  rather  responsible  to  Dr. 
Harford-Battersby  that  the  Committee  should  be  a  success,  but  I  am 
afraid  that  under  present  conditions  I  am  not  the  individual  to  take  the 
burden  of  the  Secretary- ship.  I  have  on  hand  now  rather  more  than  I 
can  do  satisfactorily,  and  I  have  been  wondering  whether  I  ought  not  to 
cut  down  in  some  directions  and  concentrate  in  others.

I  earnestly  hope  that  a 

strong  effort  may  be  put  forth  to  secure  the  passing  of  this  bill 

which  would  greatly  strengthen  ofr  hands  in  dealing  with  the  New  Hebrides 

question,  as  this  would  leave  France  as  the  only  nation  permitting 

its  subjects  to  sell  liquor  to  natives  in  the  New  Hebrides. 

As  I  am  writing  this  I  may  mention  tohat  you  may°iiave  heard 
that  there  is  great  anxiety  amongst  Dr.  Paton's  lest

My  dear  Mr.  Spear: 

I  have  your  letter  of  November  12th  concerning 
the  matter  of  a  committee  on  native  races  and  the  liquor  traffic, etc. 
Before  bringing  it  to  our  committee  I  wish  to  know  a  little  more 
about  it,  and  to  ask  your  judgment  respecting  the  prospective  effect¬ 
iveness  of  the  committee  proposed. 

For  a  long  period  Rev.  Wilbur  F.  Grafts  of  the  Reform 
Bureau  in  Washington,  has  been  in  correspondence  with  us  in  respect 
to  the  progress  of  legislation  on  these  same  questions  in  Congress, 
and  we  have  repeatedly  sent  petitions  and  memorials  to  Mr.  Crafts, 
which  he  has  been  using  with  the  various  committees  dealing  with 
these  reform  matters  in  Washington. 

We  have  been  especially  outspoken  respecting  the  new 
situation  in  the  New  Hebrides,  where  Dr.  Pat on  has  been  so  sorely 
tried.  On  at  least  one  occasion  we  joined  with  the  American  Board 
here  in  a  strong  presentation,  not  only  with  the  respective 
committees  in  Washington,  but  also,  in  one  case,  in  a  direct  appeal  to 
President  McKinley.  Mr.  Crafts  meanwhile  is  continually  presenting 
to  us  some  new  phase  of  this  matter;  no  sooner  is  one  undertaking 
through  with  than  another  difficulty  in  some  new  form  begs  us  for 
further  appeal,  protest  or  petition.  Withal,  Mr.  Crafts  has  been 
asking  that  our  Board  make  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  the 
book  which  he  and  Miss  Leach  have  gotten  out,  with  a  view  to  sending 
this  widely  among  the  constituents  of  the  Missionary  Union,  in  order 
to  create  stronger  moral  sentiment. 

We  of  the  Missionary  Union,  of  course,  desire  to  do  all 
that  is  really  practicable  and  wise  to  help  on  these  reform  measures 
with  respect  to  the  lands  so  cursed  by  the  evils  in  mind;  it  is, 
however,  a  question  in  the  minds  of  our  Committee  as  to  how  far  we  can 
afford  to  be  appropriating  funds  that  are  contributed  for  other 
purposes,  to  keep  going  the  activities  of  various  reform  movements. 

Is  this  committee  which  you  would  now  propose,  to  cooperate 
with  Mr.  Craftfe ,  or  is  it  to  be  a  movement  independent  of  that  and 
apart  from? 

In  what  practical  way  can  brethren  in  this  country  dealing 
with  the  American  Congress  so  keep  in  touch  with  the  British  Committee 
who  will  be  dealing  with  other  commissions  with  their  respective 
Parliaments,  as  to  really  work  effectually  to  determine  legislation 
in  America  and  Britain? 

What  we  really  need  at  this  point,  is  more  explicit 
information  as  to  the  way  in  which  your  committee  will  work. 

After  hearing  from  you  more  fully  on  these  points,  I  will  bring  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  our  committee,  but  I  cannot  feel  confident 
that  they  will  feel  like  appropriating  any  great  amount  of  money  for 
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ll/21/oi 


a  continuous  effort  of  this  sort,  even  though  they  might  make  a  sin¬ 
gle  contribution  of  the  $20.  requested  for  the  immediate  purpose  you 
mention.  I  confess,  to  me  personally,  this  whole  undertaking  of 
Missionary  Boards  to  effect  legislation  through  other  reform  bureaus 
looks  to  me  like  an  endless  process,  and  especially  as  we  are  not 
able  to  keep  closely  in  touch  with  what  a  reform  bureau  is  really 
doing  in  Washington  or  elsewhere,  we  are  likely  to  be  working  in  the 
dark. 


However,  I  await  further  light  from  you.

You  will  wart  to  know  about  the  status  of 
the  !  ew  .’Iebrides  bill.  After  being  endorsed  by  the  resident 
and  Committees  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  and  having  the 
premise  of  the  Speaker  that  it  should  have  recognition,  it 
was  kept  back  until  the  last  minute  by  the  Speaker’s  idea 
that  ev^ry  little  money  measure  was  more  important ,  Hundreds 
of  petty  local  jobs  being  given  precedence ,  until  at  last  it 
was  called  up  on  Saturday  morning  two  hours  before  tie  usual 
time  of  meeting,  Only  a  few  were  present  and  at  an  unfortu¬ 
nate  moment  when  I  r.  Bailey,  one  of  the  democratic  leaders 
had  been  miffed  by  some  refusal  to  allow  one  of  his  bills  to 
pass.  He  therefore  objected  to  this  bill,  of  which  ha  pub¬ 
licly  admitted  that  he  knew  nothing,  and  proved  it;  but  ne 
was  by  his  habit  of  leadership  able  to  carry  73  other  votes 
mostly  Southern  men  accustomed  to  follow  him,  waich  prevented 
the  two-third  vote  necessary  to  carry  the  bill  under  t  ie 
suspension  of  the  rules.  The  bill,  however,  received  a  na- 
iorit.y  (117)  which  would  have  carried  it  under  tire  regular  or¬ 
der.  ft  would  undoubtedly  5m ve  leased  in  a  full  House, 
even  under  the  two- third  handicap.  The  vote  assures  the  pass 
age  of  the  bill  in  the  next,  ongress  if  the  interest  in  it

deputation  in  leading  European  cities*  In  any  case  the  out¬ 
look  is  exceedingly  encouraging  to  renewed  effort.

Mar.  3,  Senate  and  House  adopted 
as  amendment  to  D.  C.  Code,  on  mo¬ 
tion  of  Senator  Wellington,  Bureau’s 
Ray-Platt  divorce  bill,  allowing  abso¬ 
lute  divorce,  with  remarriage,  only  in 
cases  of  adultery,  and  only  to  the  in¬ 
nocent  party. 

Mar.  3,  House  concurred  in  Sun¬ 
day  closing  for  St.  Louis.  ( Appropri¬ 
ations  to  Buffalo  aud  Charleston  re¬ 
fused,  and  therefore  Sunday  closing 
for  those  places  was  not  acted  on  in 
the  House.) 

[Besides  these  victories  the  Gillett 
New  Hebrides  bill  received  a  House 
majority  of  12 1  against  79,  but  being 
brought  up  when  two  thirds  vote  was 
required,  secured  only  a  moral  victory, 
which  will  become  a  legislative  vic¬ 
tory,  no  doubt,  early  iu  next  Con¬ 


gress,  if  friends  of  the  bill,  especially 
in  the  South,  whose  representatives, 
led  by  Mr.  Bailey,  defeated  it,  express 
their  sentiment  in  its  behalf.] 

Here  are  sixteen  distinct  acts  of 
government  in  the  interest  of  temper¬ 
ance,  the  Sabbath  aud  divorce  reform,  / 
all  secured  in  thirteen  weeks: 

In  carrying  these  measures  the  best^ 
helpers  in  Congress  were  Senators 
Lodge,  Galliuger,  Hansbrough,  Tel¬ 
ler,  Wellington,  Pettigrew  and  But¬ 
ler;  Congressmen  Littlefield,  Gillett, 
Bowersock  and  Grout.  The  outside 
work  at  Washington  was  done  by  The 
Reform  Bureau.  W.  C.  T.  U. ,  and 
Anti-Saloon  League,  with  valuable 
aid  in  the  case  of  Sunday  closing 
from  Dd  I.  W.  Hathaway  of  the 
American  Sabbath  Union.  In  the 
New  Hebrides  case,  Rev.  J.  F.  Hill, 
Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Tem¬ 
perance  Committee,  also  did  good  ser¬ 
vice  in  a  brief  period  at  the  front.  It 
would  take  pages  to  enumerate  those 
who  helped  by  petitions,  letters  and 
telegrams,  including  the  temperance 
societies  and  committees,  missionary 
societies,  young  people’s  societies, 
Sabbath  associations  and  the  temper¬ 
ance  and  religious  papers.  If  these 
forces  will  begin  at  once  to  gather  pe¬ 
titions  for  the  next  Congress  they  can 
no  doubt  carry  in  its  early  and  un¬ 
crowded  days  the  New  Hebrides  bill, 
the  temperance  canteens  and  the  abo¬ 
lition  of  saloons  at  least  in  our  new 
islands.  <  See  over.)

Dear  Mr.  Speer: 

After  waiting  more  than  a  year  and  a  half  for  the  Dative 
Races  Committee  to  organize,  and  carrying  the  burden,  which,  it 
seems  to  me ,  it  should  have  carried,  I  organized  recently  a 
Dative  Races  Deputation  of  representative  men,  who  went  with  me 
to  Secretary  Hay  to  present  our  great  petition. 

I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Murray,  the  reply 
to  which  I  enclose  to  you  for  your  careful  consideration,  hoping 
that  the  serious  mistake,  that  I  fear  has  been  made,  will  be 
avoided.  If  the  Anti- Saloon  League,  the  Rational  Temperance 
Society,  the  'LG.T.U.  and  Reform  Bureau  are  excluded,  while  the 
Episcopalian  Society  is  included  it  this  Committee,  it  will  not 
be  accepted  as  leader,  in  my  judgment.  If  it  is  wholly  a 
Missionary  Committee  it  may  then  co-operate  with  our  Deputation 
as  two  Houses  of  Congress,  ours  representing  the  active  temper¬ 
ance  men  coming  to  the  subject  from  that  side,  while  your  Com¬ 
mittee  represents  the  Missionary  Societies  only.  Even  then  it 
would  be  unfortunate  if  the  Episcopalians,  who  have  done  the 
least  for  temperance,  are  to  be  dominant.  I  am  sure  that  Bishop 
Doane's  recent  letter  in  favor  of  Sunday  saloons  would  kill  any 
organization  of  which  he  should  be  announced  as  chairman,  so  far 
as  temperance  people  are  concerned.  Me  would  need  to  resign, 
if  he  is  still  chairman,  just  as  he  has  done  in  the  Church
